What Bill Gives 

This bill gives cities, towns and 
villages the power to give fixed as- 
sessments upon improvements to in 
dustrial establishments, the period 
not to exceed 20 years, and the as- 
sessment itself not to be less than 
ten per cent. of the value of the im- 
provements. It further provides for 
the transfer and lease of land, and 
supply of water and other municipal 
services to an industry at a price, 
rental or rate as determined by the 
Public Utilities Board, these con 
cessions depending on a_ three- 
fourth vote of the council and a two 
thirds vote of the ratepayers.

Success of Municipal Hospita's 
The excellent administration of 
the rural municipal hospitals of the 


province, of which there are now 15 
in operation, is revealed by the an 
nual report of the sunerviscr, A. K 
Whiston. The averave cost per 
patient day for all purposes ia th 


hospitals was $3.52, the lowest 
ng in the Athabasca hospital at 
62 per patient day, and the high 
est being at Onoway, at $6.85, but 
which includes the maintenance of a 
doctor, The average cost per 
patient day in 1923 wa. 3.82. In the 
case of nine of the hospitals there 
has been a reduction in the cost per 
patient day as compared with 192 

There were 70,564 hospital days 
in 1924, and there were 7075 patients 
treated in the rural municipal 
hospitals. There were 1172 mate: 
nity cases, and 1122 babies born. A 
total of 1441 minor operations and 
324 major operations were perform 
ed in the hospitals. In the five years 
that the municipal hospital scheme 


has been in operation there have 
been 24,237 patients cared for, in 
luding 4184 maternity cases, 4564

ers at the Lethbridge provincial jail, 


as are stated in a report of Judge 
Walsh from the recent judicial in- 
quiry, which was tabled in the legis 


lature Thursday by Hon. Alex. Ross, 

“Some of the findings of the judge 
are appalling,” said W. M. Davidson, 
Calgary, while Mrs. McClung, Ed 
monton, and Fred White, Calgary, 
declared the manner in which 
prisoners had evidently been misued 


at the jail as “brutal” and = “in 
human.” These and other speakers 
urged an inquiry into all similar 


provincial institutions principally 
the Fort Saskatchewan jail and the 
asylum at Ponoka. R. C. Marshall, 
Calgary, supported this suggestion, 
remarking that officials in such 
places very often developed the idea 
that they were a law unto 
selves.

“The report states that the prison- 
ers who gave evidence spoke very
